REMARKS 

Applicants thank the Patent Office for the careful attention accorded this Application and 
respectfully request reconsideration in view of the Amendment above and remarks set forth 
below. 

In response to the Office Action mailed August 13, 2008, Applicants have amended 
Claims 31, 32, 40, 42, 45, 46 and 50, 54-56 order to avoid any basis for rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 112, and have cancelled Claims 33, 39, 41, 44, 47, 53, 55 and 58 without prejudice or 
disclaimer, reserving the right to file continuation applications on these claims.
